DIPLOMATS NEGOTIATING PEACE

U War Iy Averted Tt Will Probably Be on
the Busls of an Agrecment Belweon the
Repreaontatives of Mexioo and Gonte-
maln sl Washington,

Oy oF MeXi00, Jan 3L —A telegram
was rocolvod hore from Guatemnls verlfy-
Ing the rumors that tho confoderatinn of
the Contral Amerlann ropublio has fortiel
Minlsters Arlne of Honduras, Gomoez of
Nicaragun and Kstupinan of San Salvndar
Individunlly offer the co-operation of thetr
covintries ta Guotetonla in the event wf
wir with Mexlvs.  Contral Amerlon will
stund nultod to roponl any Invasion from
Moxivo. ‘The Costa Rloan minlitar are
rivell soon aftor the mooting, together
with Preldent Barrlos, of Guntomndi,
aend Beof e snoae i lnd aa tho otlior Con
trnl Amorlean ropubliog. The war olond
hangs hoavy over Moxloo today.
